Congress has approved, with 
scarcely a murmur of dissent, a lot 
of money to plow the ground again 
surrounding the death of the late 
John F. 
Kennedy and Martin 
Luther King. 
The House Assassination Com­ 
mittee last week approved a 
budget of $6.5 million to make 
another investigation. This is a lot 
of our money and when they get 
through spending it, the odds are 
great that we will know very little 
more about both cases than we 
know now. 
Both 
killings 
have 
been 
exhaustively investigated by law 
officers, and in the case of the 
Kennedy 
death, 
the 
Warren 
Commission. 
But Richard A. Sprague, the 
chief counsel for the investigation, 
says that he needs a staff of 170 
persons, $1.8 million for travel 
expenses, $425,000 for telephone 
and telegraphs and $175,000 for 
purchase and rental of lie detec­ 
tors, voice analyzers and com­ 
puters. 
The $6.5 million is just for one 
year and if the investigation is not 
finished, the investigator will come 
back for more money, which seems 
likely. 
It has already been announced 
that it will likely take two years 
and probably longer to go through 
all the material accumulated for 
the two assassinations. 
If this takes two years, it will 
mean $13 million spent for 170 
people. This breaks down to about 
$76,000 per person which is pretty 
good wages even in these times.

1976 IN REVIEW - 
Hospital Court Battle Is Top Story 


The Hamlin Hospital Dis­ 
trict’s year-long court battle 
leads the list of top news 
stories in 1976 with the 
District winning its suit at the 
District Court, the Appeals 
Court and the Texas Supreme 
Court levels but still waiting 
on the final appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 
The District is being sued 
by residents in the Southern 
part of Jones County who 
claim that their civil rights 
have been violated by the 
creation of the district. 
Other top highlights of the 
year just ending include the 
cam paiging visit here in 
October by Steve Ford, son of 
President and Mrs. Gerald 
Ford 
and 
the 
city ’s 
celebration of the Bicen­ 
tennial at the annual BCD 
Banquet and at a July Fourth 
city-wide picnic. 
On the sports scene, the 
Pipers had a good year 
winning the Bi-District title in 
basketball before losing out 
at Regional, winning the 
district track title, and 
winning Bi-District in foot­ 
ball. Coach 
David Bonds 
resigned as athletic director 
after four years here to 
become head football coach 
at Lamesa. Bill Grissom was 
promoted from first assistant 
to athletic director in his 
place.

Freezitig Cakes, Pies

“When the family can't eat 
another bite of Christmas 
cake, don’t throw it out— 
freeze it,” Mrs. Elvilyn 
Wilburn, County Extension 
Agent, advises. 
Proper packaging and 
freezing will help maintain 
good eating quality until the 
family is hungry for sweets 
again, she added. 
Always use moisture-vapor 
proof materials such as 
sheets of freezer paper, 
heavy aluminum foil, certain 
plastic wraps, or glass, metal 
and rigid plastic containers. 
Ordinary waxed papers, 
household aluminum foil and 
cartons for cottage cheese 
and ice cream should net be 
used because they are not 
moisture-vapor proof or 
resistant, she said. 
Cakes made by a standard 
recipe freeze well. Those 
containing fat may dry out 
slightly after two months, 
and flavor changes may be 
expected after four months. 
Angel food, yellow sponge, 
chiffon and fruit cakes will 
keep satisfactorily up to one 
year, she said. 
Thaw 
cakes 
in 
their 
original wrappings to prevent 
formation of moisture on the 
surface of the cake. A large 
cake will thaw in about two 
hours at room temperature, 
she said. 
For frosted cakes, un­ 
cooked confectioner’s sugar 
frostings freeze best. The fat 
ingredient helps keep frost­ 
ings from drying out and 
forming crystals. Candy-type 
frostings such as fudge can be 
frozen up to three to four 
weeks. Boiled and other soft 
frostings containing egg 
whites and cream fillings are 
not suitable for cakes to be 
frozen.

Custard pies do not 
freeze well and meringue 
toppings tend to toughen, 
shrink, separate and stick to 
the wrapping, she said. 
To thaw frozen baked fruit 
pies simply remove the 
wrapper 
and 
heat 
im­ 
mediately in a 375 degree F. 
oven for 30 minutes. Allow 
chiffon pies to thaw at room 
temperature before serving. 
Pies can be stored in the 
freezer for two to three 
months. 
Bar, dropped, rolled and 
refrigerator type cookies 
may be frozen for six to 12 
months. Recipes high in fat 
and low in moisture freeze 
best. Thaw cookies in original 
containers at room tem­ 
perature. 
Baked yeast cakes and 
breads freeze well if the 
recipe has a fairly large 
amount of fat and sugar. 
Thaw 
frozen 
bread 
in 
wrapping at room tem­ 
perature. Fully-baked yeast 
breads can be stored up to 
two months in the freezer.

“ Texas weather allows 
trees and shrubs to set out 
good root systems in the 
colder months," points out 
Clayton. “This allows the 
plants set out in the fall and 
winter to withstand summer 
drought better than those set 
out in the spring.” 
The main concern when 
setting out trees and shrubs 
in the winter is to keep them 
watered to avoid damage 
during freezing weather. This 
is 
especially 
true 
for 
evergreens which have a 
tendency to dry out or con­ 
tract 
leaf 
burn, 
warns 
Clayton. 
The agent also suggests 
that newly planted trees and 
shrubs be staked firmly to 
prevent damage from high 
winds. 
“ New plants should not be 
fertilized until after the first 
growing season. A good 
mulch of hay, dried grass 
clippings or leaves will help 
protect the root system from
